COMMODORE PORTER, 

The proceBdings of the Court of Inguiry, 
in relation to the transportation of specie, 
by vessels of the squadron lately under the 
command of Commodore Porter, have been 
published by the Navy Department.

Adultery, theft, and other 
crimes would go unpunished, because the 
guilty could scarcely ever be discerned. 
We should every moment be exposed to 
the malice of wicked and envious men ; and 
we could not guard against an infinify of 
mistakes, frauds, and misdemeanors. And 
what uncertainty would there be in judi- 
ciary proceedings, in sales, transfers, bar- 
gains, and commerce! What frauds and 
bribery in respect to witnesses! Finally, the 
uniformity and perfect similitude of faces 
would deprive human society of a great part 
of its charms, and considerably diminish the 
pleasure which men find in conversing with 
each other. 

The variety of features constitute a part 
of the plan of the divine government, and is 
a striking procf of the tender care of God to- 
wards us. For it is manifest, that not only 
the genetl structure of the body, bat algo 
the disposition of its particular parts, have 
been executed with the greatest wisdom.

A LABORIVUS MINISTER: 


Dr. Scott, whose name is familiar to every 
Christian reader, and ™ whosepraise is in all 
the churches,” whodé fame, though confined 
to the religious world, will survive when 


execution of that great work for which he 
is so much distinguished. 

He has left bright memorials of his exem- 
plary diligence im fulfilling the duues of his 
ministerial office, and of every exhibition of 
personal and private worth. 
‘This 2€alous industry in the cause of God, 
and for the benefit of man, affords a strong 
though silent reproof to many honoured with 
ihe samé designation, but lacking not a few 
of the traits by which Dr. Scott adorned it. 
Vhe foliowing account we find ima late 
English publication. 
the late Rev. Thomas Scott, author of 
the celebrated Commentary, for many years 
performed the mest laborious duties. At 
four o’clock in the meoruing of every alter 
uate Sunday, winter as well as summer, the 
watchman gave one heavy knock at tht 
door, aud Myr. Scott and an old maid-servant 
arose—for he could sot go out without his 
breaktast. He then set forth to meet a con- 
gregation at St. Margaret’s church, Lothlyu- 
ry, about three miles and a half off; nere he 
had about two or three hundred auditors, 
and administered the sacrament each time. 
He used to observe, that if at any time, in 
his carly walks through the streets in the 
depth of winter, he was tempted to com- 
plain, the view of the newsmen equally alert 
and for a very different object, changed his 
repinings into thanksgivings. From the 
city he returned home, and about ten o’clock 
assembled his family to prayers: immedi- 
ately aiter which he proceeded to the Lock 
Chapei, where he performed the whole ser- 
vice, with the administration of the s-cra- 
ment on the alternate Sundays, when he did 
not go te Lothbury. His sermons were com- 
posed in about half an hour, and took about 
the same time in delivery—yet, so far from 
being crude or destitute of thought, they 
were rather overcharged with matter, and 
were too argumentative for the generality 
of hearers. In the afternoon, he engaged in 
bis lectureshipat St. Mildned’s Broad street, 
nearly as far as Lothbut@after taking his 
dinner without situng down. © His sermon 
was prepared by the way, for the bustle of 
the streets of London did wet occasion any 
interruption to his meditations phe would 
erally rather prepare higgerfuons walk- 
We than in his studv. ‘Fhus he could not 
Ko less than fourteen miles on a sabbath, and 
irequently performed the whole on foot, be- 
sides the three services, and at times a fourth 
sermon at Lung Acre Chapel, or elsewhere, 
ou his way home in the evening, and then he 
concluded the whcle with family prayer, 
and that not very short.

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Children’s Lood.—A \ady oi: Yorkshire, 
says the Gazctte of Health, observes, in 
a letter dated May 2d, that in consequence 
of her losing ‘her first three children, one 
during teething, and two of inflaromation in 
the bowels, she gave her fourth child a lit- 
tle lime water in every article of food, add- 
ing a dessert, and sometimes only a tea- 
spoonful of lime water, to every article, 
whether liquid or thick. It succeeded in 
keepiag up healthy digestion, and a regular 
state Of the bowels; the cliiild , instead of 
being feverish, flatulent, apd fretful, as her 
preceding children had been, continued cooi 
and cheerful, free from any symptom of 
muigestion, and cut its teeth without any 
constitutional disturbance. She has con- 
unued this practice with two more children, 
with the same good effects. We have known 
this simple addition to the food of children, 
prove very efficacious in incipient cases of 
rickets, and of irritabie bowels, attended 
with looseness, &c.; but if the child should 
be Uisposed to costiveness, om account of its 
asirigent quality, a little magnesia should 
be occasionally udded to it. 
Lducation in Kurofie.—A French journal 
has turnished a tabie, presenting a com pari- 
son of the number of children in the several 
countries of Europe who are educated at 
public schools, with the whole population. 
According to this table, the pupils of the 
public sehools in the circle of Gratz, is one 
in nine. of the whole pooulation—in Bohe- 
mia, One in cleven—ia Moravia, and Sile- 
sia, one in twelve—in Austria, one in thir 
teen—in Prussia, one in exghtecn--in Scot- 
land, one in ten—in England, one in sixteen 
—in Ireland, one in eighteenim Franee, 
one in thirty—in Poland, one in seventy- 
eightin Portugal, one in eighty—and in 
Russia, one in nine hundred and fift, -four.
